Britain is given tariff preferences by 
her four self-governing dominions 
South Africa, Canada, A ustralia am 
New Zealand. 
Preferential tariffs throughout 
the 
w orld operating against Hie United 
States in its effort to increase its for 
sign commerce, have been in opera 
tion for a num ber of years. 
In some 
countries A m erican goods are dis­ 
crim inated against not only by means 
of a tariff, but, as in Canada for ex­ 
ample, the postage rate on American 
periodicals was raised in 1906 to four 
tim es what it had been, and at the 
same time the rate on British periodi­ 
cals was reduced to one-fourth of the 
previous rate.
